' This week lias been designated by the 
Board of Regents of The University of (lie 
State of New York as Bill of Rights Week 
In the schools of New York State. Exercises 
will be held in the .schools to instil into the 
minds of pupils thc.purpo.se, meaning and 
importance of Hie Bill of Rights articles in 
the Federal and Slate Constitutions. 


One hundred and fifty-live years ago this 


month the Stain of New York adopted Hie 
Federal Bill of Rights guaranteeing Ameri- 
cans, among other things, freedom of speech, 
press and religion. 


The importance of I lie observance of Bill 


of Rights Week by our young people is stated 
clearly and forcefully by Associate Commis- 
sioner of Education Dr. George M. Wiley in 
a 
communication 
to superintendents of 


schools. Dr. Wiley's letter in part reads: 


"The righls.which are insured to us as a 


free people under the Bill of Rights are im- 
portant in peace as well as in war. In one 
sense it may be said that we are engaged in 
the present war 'In protect the very liberties 
which are written into our Constitution.' 
The continued enjoyment of these liberties 
will obviously depend upon the degree to 
which we 'are willing to discipline ourselves 
in the troubled 'limes that are ahead. 


"The 'freedoms' which we enjoy under the 


BUI of Rights, the 'rights' as well as the 
duties of citizenship which are guaranteed 
to the individual citizen under our Constitu- 
tion, will necessitate constant and continued 
vigilance in the days of peace which will fol- 
low the war.

VARIOUS CAUSES OF HEAD NOISES 


I write frequently about head noises, dizziness, 


juzzing ears, partial loss of hearing, nausea and 
vomiting because so many suffer with one or several 
of these symptoms. Thc treatment suggested in a 
general way is to cut down on table salt and salty 
oods and to take daily doses of ammonium chloride 
as prescribed by the family physician. Ammonium 
chloride is one of the drugs that drives the water 
out of the tissues including the tissues adjoining 
thc balancing canals of thc ear. 


However, all cases with above symptoms arc nol 


necessarily caused by this excess water in the tis- 
sues, one in particular, head noises, having oilier 
causes.
